I he United States government, by an act of congress, is to construct a 
national mecadimized highway from the Canadian border to some point on 
the gulf of Mexico. 
This road is to be built and maintained by the g o v ­ 
ernment. 
Starting south at the border of Canada it is proposed to run the 
road along the 98th meridian and follow it into the southern part of the 
state, then it will leave the 98th meridian and take the most direct route to 
the coast. 
That this road will be worth thousands and thousands 
of d o l­ 
lars to the counties thru which it will pass is appreciated by a great number 
of people, and counties neighboring W ise are m aking desperate efforts to 
switch this route into their territory. 
W ichita, one of the most progressive 
counties in the state, is pulling, and pulling hard for the line, and in its 
efforts W ichita is b oosting the claims of Young, Jack and Parker counties. 
The h u stlin g county of W ichita is several miles off of the 98th meridian 
and this fact is apparantly a “ killer’’ to the am bitions of that county, but 
bear in mind the provision in the proposed bill creating the road, which 
states that the route will follow the meridian line if the counties through 
which it passes m aintain roads acceptable to the governm ent, but if these 
counties fail to make the proper showing in this respect, then the route 
will be taken through counties having better roads. 
An inspection party 
representing the governm ent will come over the route recommended by the 
national good roads association , and then the appropriation will be made 
and work started on this great enterprise. 
The party of inspection will 
start over the route som e time in the early spring, and after that time it 
will be too 
late for Wise county to awake and make an effort to get in 
on this great proposition. 
The route will have been logged and recom­ 
mended, and if this county has not busied itself and made good in the re­ 
quirements laid down by the governm ent, though on the meridian line, the 
inspectors will pass miles to the west of us, through Jack 
and Young, 
where the citizens have met the requirements in good roads. 
It is a cold, business proposition with the United States government, 
and no delays on the part of the counties on the meridian line will be tolera­ 
ted. 
Hie road, the greatest ever constructed in this country, is to be built: 
so, if \\ ise county is aliv e to its interests, the highway will come this way

SENSATI0NA1 TRIAL RESULTS IN ACQUITTAL 


The 
case 
of George Sturdivant, 
who was 
charged 
with assaulting 
Mrs. Lila 
Aired, was tried in the 
district court here this week and the 
jury Thursday morning returned a 
verdict of not guilty. The case, sen­ 
sational in many respects, drew a 
large sized crowd of spectators to the 
courtroom. The assault was alleged 
to have been committed some time in 
August, 1911, in the Piester commun­ 
ity in the .southern part of the county 
near the 
Parker county line. The 
prosecutrix swore on tim stand that 
Sturdivant came to her house on the 
m orning of August IO or ll and made I 
an insulting proposal to lle r . Upon I 
the return of her husband in the late 1 
afternoon she told him of the m atter:; 
Aired stated hr- went to the S u r d i-' 
vant house looking for Sturdivant, 
but did not find him; that he had 
looked for him on several occasions, 
but 
failed to see him while alone; 
Aired, in a very loud voice, while on 
the stand, stated he had never spoken 
to Sturdivant since tile crime is a l­ 
leged to have been committed, and 
that he would not speak if tie should 
meet him. Character witnesses, about 


half-dozen, appeared and swore Stur- 
; divant’s reputation was good and had 
always been so. 
Sturdivant denied 
entering the Aired house and that he 
had said anything insulting to the 
lady. Mrs. Aired, while on the stand, 
swore she defended herself with 
a 
stick of stove wood and drove Stur­ 
divant from the room. Letters in the 
possession of the defendant's 
law­ 
yers, were exhibited to the lady and 
she admitted writing them. These let- 
lers were never allowed to go to the 
jury. Hood aud Shadle of W eather­ 
ford, defended the Sturdivant boy, 
j while Ii. L. Carswell assisted County

Man stands in his own light 
a n 1 he whole surging force of mod­ 
e m progress can barely budge him 
from his track s. 
It used to be bewailed that the gov­ 
ernment did nothing but tax the farm­ 
ing population. Now the government 
does everything and a large per cent 
of the intended beneficiaries will ac­ 
cept nothing. Those farmers of open 
and susceptible minds are of course 
not included in this protesting cate­ 
gory, being too aspiring and eager 
to learn ana too successful through 
the agency of such learning to be 
found in the list of rarebacks and 
standpatters. Yet there seems to be 
an element of truth in tile contention 
that the government used to do noth­ 
ing for the farmer but exact taxes 
from him- An era existed in the life 
of the country when everybody, in­ 
cluding the government, played poll 
tics and business and industry were 
suppressed. 
Times have changed. 
Statesmanlike eyes and the discern­ 
ing thought of the nation now focus 
on the farmer on the farm as they 
never did before, and there never was 
so much appreciation and valuation 
of the farmers’ prime services to the 
country; so much acknowledgment of 
his fundamental place in the life of 
progress and society. 
Due to this 
arousal of public opinion successive 
congresses have enacted laws and 
created great departments and bu­ 
reaus manned by the astutest scien­ 
tists any age has yet produced and 
thrown all such helpfulness at the 
feet of the farmer. 
Many of them 
hold open and welcome arms toward 
it. but a very large and hurtful per 
cent of them still say it nay. The hos­ 
tile gentleman alluded to in the open­ 
ing paragraph is not the only one op­ 
posing one in Wise county who has 
turned his face against being assisted 
by the government through the agen­ 
cy of the government representative. 
An entire community not far from the

sounds most absurd. It is now a well 
developed conclusion on the part of 
the best authorities and investigators 
that no where in America, outside of 
exceptional cases, is farming paying 
within fifty per cent of what it should 
yield, and it was announced only a 
few months ago that a great one mil­ 
lion dollar fund was being raised to 
hire experts to work in all the states 
in the endeavor to raise the produc 
tive 
power of the American farms 
higher toward the IOO basis.
